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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the prior art to Arnold et al. teaches the claimed 
features of the instant application, wherein a reversible motor can drive the output in two opposite directions. Applicant appears to argue 
that the motor of Arnold et al. is driven in a first rotational direction and is not driven in a second direction opposite from said first 
direction. Applicant's attention is drawn to lines 65+ of column 3 which describes the motor as a "reversible motor." It is well known in 
the art that a reversible motor is configured to produce a rotational output capable of rotating in opposite directions. Accordingly, it is 
understood that the reversible motor of Arnold et al. can drive the screw member in either rotational direction and therefore can drive the 
output member in opposite directions. 
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
